The crayfish (pronounced craw- 
fish) season is at its best in Feb- 
ruary and March. For those who 
haven’t eaten crayfish, they are 
a fresh water crustacean which 
sometimes attain a length of six 
inches but are usually about three 
to four inches. They are also 
called mud bugs and are usually 
found in shallow, still waters and 
are caught in small nets baited 
with meat. The, nets are usually 
triangular shape and are set in 
the water and taken out with a 
long pole. They are found most- 
ly in Louisiana in e numbers; 
however, there are some in Mis- 
sissippi but are too small to eat 
and are excellent for green trout 
and perch bait. They are mostly 
found in shallow ditches and 
caught with dip or landing nets. 

Large crayfish are boiled and 
eaten like shrimp. Their flavor is 
superb. 

Crayfish are sold along high- 
ways in Louisiana and in mark- 
ets. If you haven’t tried cray- 
fish, you have missed a treat.

Crape 
myrtle, Anthony Waterer Spiera, 
Althea, Butterfly bush and High- 
hush Cranberry are among the 
hrubs which bloom on this year’s 
browth of wood. It is possible to 
prune this group after a heavy 
reeze and still have flowers from 
hem in the summer. Tea roses, 
many of which were in bud, 
hould be pruned to remove dead 
wood after it is evident. If the 
ose is of a vigorous variety, it 
yill make sufficient growth dur- 
mg the summer even if it is kill- 
d back to the ground. 


Evergreen plants as holly, pine, 
pruce and laurel usually are in- 
ured by sudden changes in tem- 
perature. In the earliest stages, 
freeze injury is evident as 
‘Scorching” of the leaves at the 
ips. On narrow-leaf evergreens 
he needles are browned entirely. 
he twigs are brittle and snap 
vhen bent. 


If there is any doubt that twigs 
nd branches have been killed, it 
s best to wait a few weeks until 
uch damage will be easily seen. 
At that time, prune the plant 
ack to live wood. 

Annual and perennial flowers 
vhich have suffered cold or frost 
famage will undergo a dwarfing 
r crippled stage of growth.

Hancock County’s share of the 
President’s proposed $92.5 billion 
federal budget for fiscal 1963 is 
$2,850,850, the Mississippi State 
Chamber of Commerce-MEC esti- 
mates. 


The organization said it bases 
the figures on the fact that an 
established economic index, the 
one used by the State Department 
of Education in administering the 
school program, shows the county 
to bear .67 per cent of the total 
tax burden in Mississippi. The 
State, according to an index ac- 
cepted nationally, is estimated to 
pay 0.46 per cent of the’ total fed- 
eral tax bill. This means Mississip- 
pi’s share of the proposed $92.5 


billion federal spending program 


would be $425.5 million. | 
“Mississippi's total income, fig- 
ured at $1,173 per capita, is $2.5 
billion annually,” the State Cham- 
ber said. “When you add local and 
state government taxes levied up-, 
on citizens, $283,300,000, to the’ 
cost of the proposed federal 
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budget, you get a total cost of 
$708.8 million. The state and lọ- 
cal tax figure is for the year 1960, 
the latest available. . i 
“This $708.8 million represents 
almost one-third of Mississippi’s 
total income, and some historians 
and economists claim when any 
government takes over one-third 
of its citizens income, the nation 
is beyond the point-of-no-return 
on the road to socialism. If this 
be true, we are certainly on the
